W/LL WATERLOO BE 
"FOUGHT SECOND 
TIME? 


Germany Ii still trying to advance through Belgium into 


VFimnce and is BOW in possession of the city of Liege and of Brus- 
Mb, although it appears the advance of the Kaiser's troops south 
from Liege has been halted and the army that has had Dussel- 
iart for its base is now making an effort to effect a turning 
movement in the vicinity of Waterloo in order to attack the allied 
forces in the rear. 


The army which has Cologne for its base is massed, so far as 


can be ascertained, against the Belgian line of defense, extending 
from Liege southerly to Dinant, where the Belgians are working 
in conjunction with 80,000 PYench soldiers covering the border 
from the Meuse to a point near the junction of France, Belgium 
;±~ the duchy of T.iixwnburgr. This last force will doubtless en- 
counter, perhaps is encountering right now, the German advance 
through Luxemburg, so that the situation from the German 
standpoint is an attack on the lower defenses of Liege and Namur 
south to Dinant, an attack on the French through the little duchy 
and the turning movement south of Brussels near Waterloo. 


FOR YEARS TO COME 


th< thwarting of that movement to the English general French, 
who with 120,000 men, is somewhere in that vicinity. That the 
second army of Joffre, the French commander, has been sent to 
cover the interval between Dinant and the right flank of the 
English army, thus presenting a line of defense extending from 
south of the Belgian capital to Belfort, against which line the 
Kaiser is making no less than four attacks, with what success 
must be inferred from reading the censored dispatches that are 
permitted to leak oat. 


If Germany's troops can execute the flanking movement on 


the Belgian defense of the points on the Meuse by the overthrow 
of the British in the vicinity of Waterloo, the defeat of the Bel- 
gians from Namur is so apparent there is nothing to it and then, 
unless France masses a mighty host, entrance to the northern 
part of the country would be comparatively easy. But while the 
Kaiser and his generals are planning for such an event, it must 
be recalled that the strategists of England, France and Belgium 
are prepared to meet any movement that may be attempted. 


The airship has played havoc with grand tactics. Coups are 


no longer possible. These scouts of the skies fly hither and 
thither, ascertain locations of troops and report, thus keeping the 
commanders in quick touch with everything that is going on. It 
is for this reason we doubt the ability of the Kaiser to effec*. a 
turning movement below Brussels in the vicinity of the field 
where Napoleon met defeat at the hands of nations now fighting 
each other. 


It is said the German forces engaged in the movement against 


Belgium vill number above 760,000 men. The Belgians engaged 
total about 40,000, the French support on the Belgian flank is 
80,000 and the English forces about 120,000, while the other 
French army will number, according to the best military author- 
ity obtainable at this time, about 800,000 or 540,000 so far op- 
posing the invasion. However, there is a handicap against the 
Germans, who are fighting against men in fortifications, where 
ranges are definitely known and where artillery work is as pre- 
cise as arithmetic.

ADVANCE IN PRICES 
RULE OF ECONOMICS. 


It does not appear necessary to conduct exhaustive inquiries 


for the purpose of ascertaining why prices have advanced; they 
are self-evident. They have not been caused by shortage due to 
crop failures or increased consumption at home or exports abroad. 
The demand from Europe has not materially disturbed stocks on 
hand. The change has been brought about by men who follow 
the law of economics in order to make money out of misfortune 
and their action is legal, although to the ordinary observer it 
does not appear at all ethical or righteous. 


But so far as statutes are concerned, sensitive as those re- 


straining combinations for restriction of trade may be, it is doubt- 
ful if any prosecutions will be effective, except perhaps in special 
instances, for those who are holding provisions or who have been 
advancing prices by tacit agreement or special contract, can plead 
that they are but following a law of economy which is to the 
effect that when productive energy is suddenly checked without 
a corresponding decrease in demand, that which exists is en- j^aii pia^er mi\ har» to be a 
hanced in value.
